The new* cafeteria is oecoming so 
popular that it was necessary to 
divide the lunch period in order 
that all may be served promptly. 
The meals served average 240 a 
day. A modern range and refriger­ 
ation unit with a bread slicing ma­ 
chine gives it an equipment that is 
second only to the largest hotels 
and 
restaurants.

cafeteria 
showed a credit balance 
of over 
$200 last year and the figure this 
year is expected to be over $300. 
Food is sold practically at cost, the 
surplus coming largely from the 
side of ice cream, candy, etc. This 
fund is used for maintenance of the 
school Horary.

This picture fails to 
show* the 
friendliness and 
neighborly spirit 
of these pioneer folks 
from the 
east, to which the older residents of 
today warmly testifv* nor of their 
community 'spirit, later buried un­ 
der the great influx of various 
newcomers, but now* reviving under 
the influence of the Woman’s club, 
Parent-Teacher 
association, Com­ 
munity Choral society, community 
high school and community church 
activities.

By the Governor 
To the People of Illinois, Greeting:: 
Fire waste is one of the most re­ 
grettable 
and 
unnecessary inci­ 
dents of our economic and social 
life. 
, . 
In the last fiscal year Illinois re­ 
corded 19,283 fires, with a loss of 
$21,815,989. 
This approximates a 
burning rate of one fire every twen­ 
ty -seven minutes and a daily loss 
of $59,770. 
Deaths from fire in this State 
numbered 379 in 1930. 
This tremendous waste of life 
and property is wholly unwarrant­ 
ed, since 
authorities 
agree that 
ninety per cent of all fires and fire 
casualties are preventable by exer­ 
cise of reasonable care and caution. 
It is a duty of good citizenship to 
accept a personal responsioility in 
practising habits of carefulness in 
all things which may cause fire. 
Now, Therefore, I Louis L. Em- 
merson, Governor of Illinois, do 
hereby designate and proclaim the 
week from October 4 to October IO, 
1931, to be observed in the State 
of Illinois as Fire Prevention Week. 
I urge the people of this State to 
take occasion this week to make a 
thorough clean-up of fire hazards 
and unnecessary combustible m a­ 
terial in homes, places of business, 
factories, schools, hospitals, (places 
of assembly, amusement and wor­ 
ship, and in all 
other classes of 
property. 
Particular care should 
be taken to see that heating equip­ 
ment is in safe condition for win­ 
ter. 
I suggest that mayors, fire chiefs, 
Chambers of Commerce, civic or­ 
ganizations, schools and the press 
cooperate in a practical program of 
fire (prevention in their respective 
communities, which should be car­ 
ried on systematically during the 
entire year. 
Every citizen should resolve that 
no act of his shall ae the cause of 
fire.

Considerable comment has sta rt­ 
ed in the newspapers of the coun­ 
try over the attem pt being made in 
Cuyahoga countv, Ohio, to abolish 
grand juries. 
The bar association 
of that county favors it, and points 
out that already 
the grand .lory 
has been abolished in some states 
with good results and a saving of 
money to taxpayers. 
Grand juries do the 
work the 
county 
prosecutor lays out 
for 
them. His opinions, probably more 
than anything else, dominate the 
jurors. The difference between the 
number of indictments 
returned 
and the number of convictions ob­ 
tained shows there is a tremendous 
waste of time and money. There is 
the further objection that it gives 
the prosecutor too much power. The 
office has been used, time and again, 
for persecution and not prosecution. 
The threat of taking a case to the 
grand uiry 
is terrible 
to timid 
minds, because it is easy to obtain 
an indictment or testimony that is 
ad one-sided and that will not bear 
the light of day. 
Why is it necessary to indict' a 
person before he can be tried? If he 
can be brought to trial on charges 
preferred bv rn officer of the law 
or any reputable citizen, then there 
will be no need 
for grand juries 
“trying” the case before the sus­ 
pected party is even placed under 
arrest. 
Citizens who are eager to 
reduce taxes,and economize on pub­ 
lic expenditures have something to 
studv over bere. There is also the 
pesAbility that <"re long they may 
get a chance to discuss the subject 
as an issue, since the movement in 
Ohio mav spread until the abolition 
of grand juries 
becomes nation­ 
wide in its scope.

Heights—and those privately kept, 
for the early church records are in­ 
complete or lost—appear names im­ 
portant in the early history of the 
village. 


Elders 


The first elder of the church was 
Asa Dunton, according to an article 
by Mr. S. E. Pate in a newspaper of 
1906, when the 50th anniversary of 
the church was celebrated.

1844, and was the father of William 
and James Dunton. 
The next man elected elder was 
John Peter, a Scotchman, w-ho came 
to the village in 1852.

Niles Boy Scout Troop No. 8 
How It Started 
It was a very cold night late in 
December last year whe na rap was 
heard at a door on Jarvis avenue 
of our village. The door was open­ 
ed disclosing a tall young man who 
introduced himself as the Boy Scout 
commissioner of this district and 
his mission to find a sponsoring or­ 
ganization for a Scout troop in this 
village. 
Paul Stoker, the 
commissioner 
explained to A rthur Crawford, how 
previous attem pts 
to organize a 
boys club in Niles had failed main­ 
ly because of lack of sponsoring or­ 
ganization and 
insufficient 
adult 
supervision to guarantee perman­ 
ency and meet the 
requirements 
for granting a charter 
to a Boy 
Scout troop. 
Mr. 
Stoker 
stressed 
several 
points in his plea for a 
troop in 
Niles; he explained that the great 
underlying principle of 
Scouting 
was service; the second point of 
the Scout Oath, being to helip other 
people at all times. 
He further 
stated that the Boy Scout of Amer­ 
ica was 
chartreed 
by Congress, 
June 15, 1916, sharing that great 
honor with the American Red Cross 
and that during the war the Boy 
Scouts did their share to win the 
war by the following 
bits of ser­ 
vice. 
They sold $2,350,977 of Liberty 
Loan bonds totaling nearly $148,- 
000,00#; war stamps to the value of 
$53,043,698; 
locating 
nearly 21,- 
000,000 feet 
of 
walnut 
for gun 
stocks; collected 
IOO 
carloads of 
fruit pits which were used for gas 
masks, and distributed millions of 
pieces of literature for the govern­ 
ment. They also rendered Nation­ 
wide lrst aid service 
during the 
great flu epidemic in 1918. 
All these arguments so impress­ 
ed Mr. Crawford that the m atter 
was presented to the next meeting 
of his club; the decission was made 
to sponsor and 
organize what is 
now know n as Niles Troop No. 8 of 
the North West Suburban council 
with a troop committee consisting 
of John Lenzen, John Calef, Alvin 
Kluesing, Max Lindy, and Arthur 
Crawford, chairman, and 
I*. J. 
Kluesing as Scout master and Her­ 
man Kluesing assistant scoutmast­ 
er. 
June. 39, 1931, Troop 8 was pre­ 
sented its Charter at a ceremony 
conducted by Scout Executive Chas. 
O. Nimtz assisted by Scoutmaster 
Stenson and Troop 15 of Niles Cen­ 
ter and the American Legion Color 
guard from Morton Grove. At the

Evenings Darker Now, 
Watch for Children, 
Warning to Motorists 


Chicago, 111.—With the beginning 
of du4?k in the afternoon, thought­ 
ful motorists will drive with addi­ 
tional caution 
in order to avoid 
children who may be playing in the 
street and who, on account' of the 
reduced visibility, may be obscure. 
This warning was issued by the 
Chicago Motor Club 
as daylight 
saving time came to an end in fav­ 
or of standard time, thus bringing 
sunset, in effect one hour earlier. 
“WTiile practically all 
schools 
include the teaching of street safe­ 
ty in their curriculum, and particu­ 
larly stress the 
fact 
that they 
should never play in the streets, it 
is to be expected that some children 
will forget this rule,” the motor 
club pointed out in a statement. 
“Careful motorists 
will 
be ever 
watchful of youngsters, particular­ 
ly on residential streets. It should 
be remembered that many children 
today, especially those living in the 
larger cities and towns, encounter 
difficulty in finding open play areas. 
Unfortunately, in some neighbor­ 
hoods, the street seems to be the 
only solution to this problem, and, 
in spite of repeated warnings from 
parens and their teachers, they will 
pla** in dangerous places.

Citing what he considers three 
major obstacles to early recovery 
of business and urging the floating 
oi a government “prosperity loan," 
Arthur G. Fitzner, secretary and 
treasurer of John Mackler & Com­ 
pany and a resident of Floss­ 
moor, 
has 
come 
forward 
with 
a plan which he oelieves would do 
much toward starting the wheels 
of industry and relieving the pres­ 
ent economic tension. 
Mr. Fitzner’s ideas are concisely 
stated in a manuscript which he 
entitles “Starting the Wheels of 
Industry.” Although a number of 
so-called “recovery 
plans” have 
reached the office of The Star from 
all sections of the country, Mr. 
Fitzner’s plan seems most logical 
and this newspaper passes it along 
to its readers as being worthy of 
consideration. 
Aside from the “prosperity loan” 
feature Mr. Fitzner’s plan, he says, 
is largely the result of original 
thought after a thorough study of 
the situation from all angles. 
“Ii we continue to drift along 
without any concentrated effort to 
correct the situation which now ex­ 
ists.” he says, “we may find that 
considerable time will elapse before 
we experience a noticeable recov­ 
e r in business. I believe this plan 
is practical because it suggests 
methods that might be immediately 
effective and lasting in their final 
influence.” 
The Three Obstacles 
Mr. Fitzner deilares that the 
three major obstacles standing in 
the way of recovery are as follows: 
1. The shortage of money in cir­ 
culation. 
There is just as much 
money in the country as there was 
before the depression, but a great 
deal of it is out of circulation. We 
must find a way to bring this hid­ 
den wealth to the surface and put 
the money pack in circulation. 
2. 
The necessity of creating 
greater confidence 
in the banks 
and consequent increase in deposits 
to more normal proportions. 
3. Banks must be in a position 
that will enable them to extend 
lines of credit to 
business as in 
former years. 
Corporations and 
business men have been forced to 
maintain 
themselves 
with 
very 
limited assistance from the banks. 
This has caused the liquidation of 
inventories to almost an irreduc­ 
ible minimum in order to conserve 
cash. We must restore the old 
lines of credit so that further 
liquidation of stocks on hand will 
not be necessary- in order to obtain 
cash. 
Purpose of Loan 
“In my plan,” continues Mr. Fitz­ 
ner. “I propose that the United 
States government shall float a 
‘prosperity loan’ for the purpose of 
liquidating good securities now’ in 
the hands of banks and which can­ 
not be taken care of through the 
present Federal Reserve system. 
Under this plan the banks shall 
have the privilege of retaining any 
or all securities. 
This, I believe, 
would be a tremendous help to the 
banks of Chicago and Cook county 
in 
liquidating 
tax 
anticipation 
warrants, thereby eliminating one 
of the most serious obstacles to 
business recovery in the Chicago 
area. 
“If placed in operation, this plan 
calls for the release in blocks of 
government bonds so as to keep in 
step with the demand from the 
banks, thereby eliminating unnec­ 
essary accrued interest. The se­ 
curities from the banks would be 
taken over at market prices and 
w i t h 
repurchasing 
agreements 
which would require the banks to 
take back their securities at these 
same market prices within a defi­ 
nite period of time. In addition the 
government would collect a reason­ 
able amount of interest sufficient 
| to cover all necessary expenses in 
connection with the prosperity loan,

bend interest, etc. The accrued in­ 
terest on the securities in the cus­ 
tody of the government would be­ 
long to the banks. 
To Eliminate Losses 
“The purpose of the repurchase 
agreement is primarily to eliminate 
the losses which the banks would 
incur by the liquidation of securi­ 
ties at the present time. 
It would 
also 
safeguard 
the government 
against loss due to any further 
shrinkage in security values and, 
furthermore, it would prevent any 
bank from using this government 
market as a dumping ground for 
shady securities. 
With the return 
of normal business conditions the 
average prices of securities will in­ 
crease and the repurchase clause 
will react in favor of the banks. 
“The period of time allowed for 
repurchase should be of sufficient 
duration to carry over into a nor­ 
mal business year and as conditions 
improve the repurchase of securi­ 
ties will begin and the government 
will start to retire its bonds. Even 
tually all securities will get back to 
the banks and all government bonds 
will be retired.” 
Three Major Results 
Mr. Fitzner sees three major re­ 
sults that might be obtained from 
operation of his plan. He enumer­ 
ates them as follows: 
1. Money that at present is not 
available for onv other purpose will 
come forward to 
"overnment bonds. We will, there­ 
fore, bring the hidden wealth to the 
surface and put tile 
circulation. 
2. It will bo impossible to break 
any bank that has been properly 
conducted. 
This will restore th*1 
public confidence in the banks and 
tim rputmv will flow’ back to them. 
3. With public confidence re­ 
stored. with deposits back to nor­ 
mal. with frozen assets liquidat­ 


ed, the banks would be in a position 
that would enable them to extend 
lines of credit to 
business as in 
former years. 
The business men of the country, 
with their old banking connections 
behind them IOO per cent, would 
feel justified in making necessary 
(purchases in this bargain market 
to restore their depleted inven­ 
tories. This would start the wheels 
of industry and put the whole coun­ 
try on the road to prosperity. 
Answers Questions 
Although this is the first public 
expression of his plan, Mr. Fitzne 
expression of his plan, Mr. Fitzner 
j has already discussed it' with a 
I number of prominent business men. 
, In most instances they have agreed 
j that the (plan is fundamentally 
sound. Some have naturally raised 
questions about various angles of 
I the plan. One of the questions most 
I generally raised has expressed the 
. fear that the prosperity loan would 
i raise taxes. Mr. Fitzner replies in 
’ the negative, saying: 
| 
“No. it w’ill not. since the bonds 
, will be retired with the money ob- 
| tamed from the banks w’hen they 
I repurchase their securities. The in- 
| terest which the government col- 
! lects from the banks for the use of 
J the money will cover bond interest, 
etc.” 
Solvency of Banks 
“What w’ill hapoen if the securi- 
purcha.se these J ties which a bank holds have de- 
i.recited in value to the extent 
that the bank cannot stand the loss 
money back in j on the liquidation of its securities 
et the present m arket price?” Mr. 
Fitzner has been asked. 
He answers this bv saying: “If 
the reserves of a bank are not suf­ 
ficient to stand writing down the 
value of its securities to eorresjpond 
with present market conditions the 
bank is insolvent and should be 
closed up immediately.”

The author of the plan also an­ 
swers another question—if a bank 
failed to repurchase its securities, 
how would the government recov­ 
er—by asserting that the securities 
would become the property of the 
government and would in time de­ 
velop into a very profitable invest­ 
ment. 
Mr, Fitzner also points out that 
no special legislation would be nec­ 
essary to make it (possible for state 
banks to liquidate their securities 
by this plan. 
“The state banking 
laws,” he says, “do not specify as 
to whom a bank may sell its securi­ 
ties and the fact that the federal 
government is the purchaser is im­ 
material.” 
The 
local man hopes that his 
plan will be given as wide circula­ 
tion as possible and that it may 
be given consideration by those in 
position to put it in use. 
He is 
convinced that it is the only method 
at hand that would make possible 
immediate improvement in the sit­ 
uation and that its chief merits 
rest on the prolonged benefit^ that 
it would bring about. 
Mr. Fitzner welcomes criticism f 
the plan and stands ready to an­ 
swer all questions publicly that 
may be put to him.

CHEAP GRAINS 
BOON TO HIGHER 
POULTRY PROFITS 


Urbana, 111.—At present 
prices 
for wheat and oats farm poultry 
flock owners can cheapen their ra­ 
tions and thereby widen their m ar­ 
gins of profit by using these two 
grains liberally, says 
H. H. Alp, 
poultry extension specialist of the 
College of Agriculture, University 
of Illinois. 
There is little 
difference in the 
feeding value of wheat and corn. 
The greater vitamin 
content of 
corn can be offset by including al­ 
falfa in wheat rations. Good heavy 
oats, weighing 35 to 40 pounds a 
bushel, make fine 
poultry feed 
when 
fed 
with 
other 
common 
grains. 
A good laying mash mixture us­ 
ing wheat and oats can be made 
from IOO pounds of ground yellow 
corn. 150 pounds ground wheat, IOO 
pounds ground oafs, 50 pounds al­ 
falfa leaf meal, 75 
pounds meat 
scraps. 25 pounds dried milk and 
5 pounds salt. 
Use of rations such as these to 
keep old hens laying until late fall 
should be highly profitable from a 
market egg standpoint this season, 
Aln pointed out. 
September and 
October should be months of com­ 
paratively high 
egg prices, and 
large fresh eg^s should command 
a premium. 
Flocks which 
have 
been culled nourish nFy during the 
summer and in which 
production 
has been 
maintained should re­ 
spond to good feeding and the use 
of lights. 
Lights used on the old 
flock earlv in the fall have oeen a 
big help in keening hens laving at 
least until the pullet? were in good 
production.
